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NOTES FROM THE PRESIDENT’S DESK 


During the remainder of the summer, from the time when my last 
notes were written, we continued to have a number of transient guests at 
the Jerusalem School most of the time, the majority of them being en 
route between Egypt and Lebanon. Several were teachers or nurses from 
missionary institutions in Egypt on the way to or from summer con- 
ferences in Lebanon. 

Our regular students arrived in two groups, on August 30 and October 
13 respectively, and Prof. Johnson arrived with his family, after various 
trying vicissitudes, on October 24. Classes were begun on the 15th, after 
the arrival of the second group of students. In addition to the courses 
announced in the catalogue, work is being given in North Semitic Epi- 
graphy for two of the students, and the other two are taking work in 
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Arabic at the Newman School of Missions. Three of the students already 
have the Ph. D. degree in Old Testament and the fourth has an M. A. 

The School family now consists of the Director and his wife, the Annual 
Professor and three members of his family, four regular students and the 
wife of one of them, and four guests, three of whom expect to stay 
indefinitely. The only regular appointee for his academic year who is not 
yet present is the Visiting Professor, who plans to come in February. It 
is a happy, busy family we have here. The tennis court sees frequent 
and strenuous use. Neither the uncertainty of things political nor the 
cholera epidemic in Egypt has unduly clouded the spirits of the group. 
So far as can now be seen, there is no reason to doubt that our plans for 
the year will be carried through without serious interference. School trips 
are continuing, though not with the frequency of the month before classes 
were begun. The odometer of the station wagon shows an increase of 
nearly 3400 miles in the past five months, which is not bad for a country 
about the size of Vermont.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF THE SCHOOL IN JERUSALEM 


To the President and Trustees of the 
American Schools of Oriental Research: 


I have the honor to submit the following report of the School in Jeru- 
salem for the academic year which closed June 30, 1947.

The main event of the year was that for the first time since 1940 
classes were again resumed at the School, attended for the most part by 
graduate American students who came out especially for the purpose of 
participating as members and residents of the School, in the program 
of lectures and seminars and field-trips. Travel conditions, up until the 
summer of 1946, remained so difficult, even after the end of the war, 
that no professors or students could come out from America to enable 
the resumption of the normal program of work of peacetime. It had, 
however, through the kindliness of Providence, been possible for the 
Director, during the war years and the first post-war year, to continue 
the field-work of the School, particularly in Transjordan, and to prepare 
scientific reports on the progress of that work, and to maintain the 
School as a meeting place for American scholars-errant, many of them 
in uniform, and many other scholars. 

The arrival of the first Annual Professor to come from America since 
1940, namely Professor Arthur Jeffery, together with Mrs. Jeffery, made 
it possible to resume a full schedule of classroom work after a break of 
six years. Professor Carl Kraeling, having been appointed Visiting Pro- 
fessor, spent most of the month of August at the School, and left a great 
gap with his going. Professor and Mrs. Jeffery were in every way a 
source of great strength to the School. Experienced in the ways of the 
Near East, courteous, friendly, calm and hospitable amidst the turbu- 
lence of the political troubles that occasioned violence and disaster in 
Jerusalem and Palestine throughout the year, they upheld the traditions 
of the School in the best possible manner. The Director was able to 
return to America in January 1947, knowing that he could not leave the 
School in better hands than those of Professor and Mrs. Jeffery. 

The Director’s wife and small son flew from Cincinnati to Jerusalem 
to spend two and a half months at the School in Jerusalem, and flew back 
home at the beginning of October. The loneliness engendered by their 
absence after that was made bearable by the presence of Professor and 
Mrs. Jeffery at the School, and the presence of as nice and devoted and 
enthusiastic a group of American students as the Director has known 
in all his years at the School. Special mention must be made of the 
continued excellence of the services rendered the School by Mrs. Inna 
Pommerantz, who for years now has combined the duties of Business 
Manager, Secretary and Librarian. 

At the end of September 1946, the long-awaited Pontiac station-wagon 
arrived. Obtained by President Millar Burrows at New Haven, when 
new cars in America were very scarce, and driven to New York and put 
on board ship as a result of the skill, persistence and perspicacity of Mrs. 
Gladys R. Walton and Mrs. Carl Kraeling, that car made it possible for 
the members of the School to undertake a series of trips throughout 
Palestine, Transjordan, Syria and Egypt, unparalleled even in the peace- 
time history of the School. Within three months after its arrival, the 
members of the School had travelled over 3,000 miles in it, including a 
17 day trip from Jerusalem to Cairo to Luxor and back, led by Professor 
and Mrs. Jeffery. There were very few places of archaeological interest in 
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Palestine and Transjordan accessible by car that the members of the 
School did not visit during the year. 

Apt students in the Director’s course on the ancient pottery of 
Palestine, the members of the School visited numerous sites with the 
Director, and helped, through their discoveries of sherds, to establish the 
history of occupancy of some important ancient sites in Palestine and 
Transjordan. It is a special pleasure to record the proficiency approach- 
ing the exercise of magic, attained by Professor and Mrs. Jeffery in 
finding certain types of sherds, such as Early Bronze Age ledge-handles, 
which always were a source of particular delight to the Director. 

As always, the relations of the School with all the communities of 
Palestine, remained a’ pleasant as could be desired, and the government 
officials of Palestine and Transjordan could not have been more helpful 
in every possible respect than they were. The Palestine Department of 
Antiquities, under Mr. Robert Hamilton, and the Transjordan Depart- 
ment of Antiquities, under Mr. Lankester Harding, together with their 
associates, assisted the work of the School in every possib'e way. The 
year was made happier for all of us at the School, by the return to the 
Ecole Biblique et Archéologique Francaise of our dear and revered friend, 
Pére Vincent. The School continued its excellent relations with the other 
institutions in Palestine which pursue the same or related interests, and 
scholars of all communities continued to make use of the School’s con- 
stantly growing library. Scientific equipment was again loaned to 
qualified organizations engaged in archaeological work. The buildings 
and grounds were kept in order. 


During the year the Director published the following articles: 

“Some Chalcolithic Sites in North Gilead ” (Bulletin 104, pp. 12-20) ; 
“Transjordan” (The Biblical Archaeologist, [X:3, September 1946, pp. 
45-61). The Hebrew translation of * The River Jordan,” under the iitle 
“ Hay-Yarden,” was published in Jerusalem during the year. The article: 
“An Archaeologist Looks at Palestine” will appear in the December 
issue of the National Geographic Magazine. 

To President Millar Burrows, and to the Secretary of the Schools in 
New Haven, Mrs. Gladys Walton, the Director is particularly grateful 
for unfailing assistance in all manner of things affecting the welfare of 
the Jerusalem School. To the authorities of the Hebrew Union College, 
thanks are again due for the extended leave-of-absence which enabled 
the writer to serve as Director of the School also during 1946-1947. 

From February until June 1947, Professor Jeffery served as Acting 
Director, although for a few anxious hours, it seemed possible on 
February 4, 1947, that he would have to leave Jerusalem in accordance 
with a British Government order for the evacuation of all British sub- 
jects. Prof. Jeffery still retains his British citizenship. That order, how- 
ever, was withdrawn so far as it affected him, and he and Mrs. Jeffery 
remained in Jerusalem until June 19, 1947 when Professor and Mrs. 
Burrows took over at the American School. For the year 1947-48, Pro- 
fessor Burrows will be Director of:the School. It could not be in 


better hands. 
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This marks for the writer the end of another exciting and uplifting 
interval extended from 1942 to 1947 as Director of the School. One 
cannot have lived as intensively and happily as he has there, without 
having sunk deep spiritual roots in the Holy Land.

NOTE ON AMOS 5:26 
E. A. SpEIser 


The view that Amos 5:26 is an indictment of idolatrous practices con- 
nected with astrology is as old as the inclusion of the term kékab- “ the 
star of” in this verse. It is this interpretation that is reflected in the 
Masoretic text where the vocalization sikkit, kiyyiin is generally taken 
to be modeled on siqqis “abomination.” These forms have been 
plausibly connected with Akk. Sakkut and Kaymdanu/Kaywdnu respec- 
tively, which point in turn to the god Ninurta and the planet Saturn.’ 

The Masoretic evidence does not enjoy the uniform support of the 
ancient versions nor does it have the complete approval of some of the 
modern commentators. Both groups of dissidents differ widely among 
themselves, their one point of agreement being the reading sukkat “ the 
hut of ” for sikkit. A detailed presentation of the problem is altogether 
beyond the scope of this brief note. Apart from lack of sufficient famili- 
arity with the technical terms—which must have bothered the ancients— 
difficulties have been found on historical, cultural, and theological grounds. 
All of these are adequately summed up in the standard commentaries.* 
But in order to disprove the astrological bearing of the original passage, 
the moderns have had to brand as secondary not only the tell-tale kékab 
but also the immediately preceding “ your image(s) .” 

It is not the purpose of the present statement either to defend or to 
attack the passage before us as an original utterance of the prophet. As 
the verse stands, however, its astral import is unmistakable and any at- 
‘tempt to purge it of that content would seem to create more problems 
han it can solve. In this connection one pertinent detail appears to have 
been generally overlooked. I refer to the term salmé(y)kem “ your 
mages,” which is followed by “ the star of your god.” It is highly signi- 
icant that the term salmu “ figure ’—or precisely the same word that is! 
‘mployed in our passage—is familiar in Babylonian-Assyrian astronomy, 
vhere it is reserved, as pointed out by Ernst Weidner, for astral bodies 
vhich were pictured in human form.‘ In such cases the name of the

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constellation (kakkab X) is followed in the text by the term salmu in- 
troducing the particular image which the constellation is said to repre- 
sent.’ This same pairing in the Amos passage acquires thus a very 
special interest. To be sure, the astral correspondents of Ninurta in our 
Biblical verse refer to the planet Saturn and not to a constellation. On 
the other hand, the parallelism is so close otherwise—the use of salmu 
in both instances for a personified astral body—that the remaining 
technical disparity need not cause us undue concern. The author of the 
verse speaks up against a particular type of idolatry. He could scarcely 
be expected to have the detailed knowledge of the informed practitioner. 


A NOTE ON DEUTERONOMY 33: 26 


Difficulties have long been recognized in the Masoretic text of Deute- 
ronomy 33: 26:+ 
‘en ka’él y*Surtin 
rokéb Simayim bezréka 
s*haqim 


The latter two cola do not supply the parallelism expected. Rather there 
pes is a sudden change of reference from Jeshurun to Jeshurun’s God, as 
. indicated by the pronominal suffixes. Nor is the meaning of the first 
colon clear. Presumably the present reading kd@’él y°suriin “like El, O 
Jeshurun,” is necessary to provide an antecedent for ‘ezrékd. The read- 
ing ’én keél y*surtin,? “there is none like the God of Jeshurun” is 
preferable, as recognized by most scholars. U. Cassuto offers the attrac- 
tive rendering, y*surin, “there is no God like the God of 
Jeshurun.”* There is also the problem of meter. The last colon in its 
present form lacks one stress, as indicated by the parallel colon, and the 
prevailing 3:3 meter of the poem. 

A simple solution to these problems is offered here, which does little 
violence to the consonants of the Masoretic text and restores the poetic 
parallelism. If the writers are correct in believing the poem to have been 
written down not later than the tenth century B.C., verse 26b would 
read, according to the orthography of that period:#

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The beth inserted into the text may easily be explained as having been 
lost by haplography. The words would then best be divided and pointed 
to read: ; 
rokéb Samém b*uzz0° 
rokéb b*ga*wato s*haqim 
“Who rides the heavens mightily 
Who rides gloriously the clouds.” 

The reconstructed text is supported by the corresponding passage in 
Psalm 68:34-35, where these same terms occur in close connection. The 
poetic form involving repetition of the key words is characteristic of 
ancient Canaanite poetry, and is familiar in such archaic Hebrew poems 
as Judges 5 and Psalm 29.°
